How  to  gather  material  and  write 
special  articles  ( for  magazines  and 
newspapers  with  analysis  of  the  work 
of  typical  feature  writers,  will  be 
part  of  the  instruction,  according  to 
Professor  Hamilton.  Requirements  of 
magazines  and  markets  will  also  be 
discussed  in  the  class. 

^T  am  hoping  that  we  will  have 
registered  for  this  course  a number  of 
adults  in  addition  to  college  students 
who  are  interested  in  the  writing 
game,”  Professor  Hamilton  said  in 
letter  to  a member  of  the  English  fac- 
ulty.

In  an  article  entitled  “Shower  of 
Grebes"  by  Mr.  Clarence  Cottam,  now 
being  published  in  the  “Condor,”  an 
Ornithological  organ  of  the  Cooper 
Society  of  California,  Mr.  Cottam  gives 
an  interesting  account  of  the  strange 
migratory  habits  of  our  horned  and 
eared  grebes.  While  passing  over 
Caliente,  Nevada  on  the  night  of  De- 
cember 13,  1928  literally  thousands  of 
these  migrants  were  forced  to  the 
ground  by  the  heavy,  snow  storm,  and 
many  of  them  were  killed  by  striking 
trees,  wires,  and  houses  in  the  business 
district. 

Those  birds  that  were  left  marooned 
in  the  snow  were  observed  plucking 
feathers  from  their  own  breasts  and 
eating  them.  Mr.  Cottam  states  that 
upon  examination  of  the  specimens 
sent  to  him  the  stomachs  were  found 
to  be  filled  with  fathers.

The  department  of  zoology  announc- 
ed the  publication  of  the  thesis  of 
Claudeous  J.  D.  Brown  in  the  Trans- 
actions of  the  American  Entomologic- 
al Society  of  Philadelphia,  February 
13,  1929.  Mr.  Brown  presented  this 
thesis  as  partial  fulfillment  for  the  de- 
gree of  Master  of  Science,  in  June, 
1928. 

This  paper  constitutes  the  sixteenth 
contribution  of  the  department  of 
Zoology  and  Entomology  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  to  be  publish- 
ed within  the  last  few  years. 

In  this  thesis,  entitled  "A  Morpho- 
logical and  Systematical  Study  of 
Utah  Asilidae,”  twenty-two  species  of 
Utah  Asididae,  or  robber-flies,  are 
carefully  described  and  accompanied 
with  fifty-nine  carefully  executed  mor- 
phological plates.  Prior  to  this  study 
only  four  species  of  robber-flies  had 
been  reported  from  the  state  of  Utah. 

Mr.  Brown  is  now  a graduate  as- 
sistant in  the  department  of  zoology 
at  the  University  of  Michigan  where 
he  is  doing  work  leading  to  his  doctor- 
ate. His  home  is  at  Far  West,  which 
is  near  Ogden.

After  all,  the  performance  was  doubtless  produced  for 
the  audience  and  if  the  technique  impresses  the  auditor  as  bad,  no 
matter  how  correct  the  director  may  have  though  it  to  be,  it  did  not 
please  the  listener,  and  is  therefore  subject  to  criticism. 

The  individual  must  remember  that  in  his  particular  activity 
he  is  fortified  with  enthusiasm  against  critical  analysis.  The  lack 
of  this  fortification  wdth  the  whole,  often  blossoms  out  with  the 
writer  for  the  campus  journals  and  the  writer  is  called  unschooled. 
But  the  individual  must  also  remember  that  the  campus  as  a whole, 
does  not  have  the  same  enthusiasm  for  his  activity  as  he  does,  and 
often  agrees  with  the  critical  writer  that  many  flaws  are  evident. 
The  familiar  statement  that  “love  is  blind’^  must  have  been  written 
for  the  activity  man  who  wraps  up  his  soul  in  certainty  of  success 
because  the  cause  is  just.  — Arizona  Wildcat.

was  too  simple  to  know  what  he  was  talking  about.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  the  paper,  even  to  the  disgust  of  those  who  witnessed  the 
performance,  scattered  freely  favorable  comment  on  your  endeavor, 
you  heartily  agreed  with  the  writer  and  concluded  that  he  must 
have  some  inside  information  on  the  subject. 

To  expect  that  the  writers  in  a campus  journal  are  as  technically 
trained  as  those  they  write  about,  and  even  criticize,  is  hopeless,  but 
to  think  that  unfavorable  criticism  is  unjust  because^the  writer  is  not 
well  up  on  the  subject  is  not  a form  of  liberalism.  Take  'for  an  ex- 
ample a dramatic  performance.  Certainly  the  dramatic  reviewer 
does  not  know  the  drama  technique  as  well  as  the  performers  or  he 
would  be  in  that  activity.  But  when  he  writes  a few  paragraphs  of 
adverse  criticism  the  cast  thunders  out  that  they  are  being  attacked'

PROVO  HIGH  IS  WINNER 
OF  STATE  TANK  TITLE 


Last  Saturday  night  Provo  high  won 
their  second  successive  state  swimming 
championship  by  a ten  poin^  lead  over 
the  L.  D.  S.  who  came  from  obscurity 
in  the  swimming  dopsters’  lineups  to 
a place  very  near  the  championship. 

Provo  took  first  place  by  winning 
40  points;  L.  D.  S.,  second,  30  points; 
Granite,  third,  17  points;  West  high, 
fourth,  8 points;  East  high,  fifth,  7 
points. 

The  meet  was  made  exceptionally 
interesting  by  the  numerous  surprises. 
Of  course,  it  was  expected  that  Provo 
would  capture  the  title,  but  it  was  in 
the  expectations  that  the  surprises 
were  found.  It  seemed  that  almost 
every  watch  was  a partial  upset.  In 
general  L.  D.  S.’s  entire  team  made 
Provo’s  victory  'one  of  inches. 

One  of  the  greatest  surprises  con- 
cerned Eeorge  Engar,  captain  of  the 
Saints,  and  Oliver  Johnson,  Provo 
ace  swimmer,  who  was  conceded  win- 
ner of  the  100-yard  free  style  event. 
Engar  paddled  the  100-yards  in  :59  3-5 
seconds,  beating  Johnson  decisively, 
and  only  four-fifths  of  a second  slow- 
er than  Spencer’s  state  record. 


With  the  Utah  state  basketball 
championship  won  and  the  abreviated 
togs  consigned  to  the  moth  balls  until 
next  winter,  the  Cougar  mentors  and 
athletes  are  busy  formulating  ways 
and  means  of  defending  their  state 
track  championship.  With  most  of  last 
year’s  team  intact,  and  bolstered  ma- 
terially by  an  influx  of  junior  college 
and  high  school  stars,  Brigham  Young 
University  bids  fair  to  repeat  this  sea- 
son. 

The  list  of  letter  men  available  con- 
sists of  Rowe,  Gunn,  Vascher,  Ras- 
musson,  Biddulph,  Neilson,  Wright, 
Jensen,  Bentley,  Simmons,  Corbett, 
Reeves,  Bunnell,  and  Thorne.  These 
men  comprise  a nucleus  around  which 
Coach  Romney  hopes  to  build  one  of 
the  most  formidable  track  teams  to 
represent  the  white  and  blue  in  re- 
cent years. 

The  fact  that  new  men  are  available 
for  the  events  in  which  the  Cougars 
were  particularly  weak  last  year 
should  go  a long  way  in  accounting 
for  much  needed  points  in  the  meets 
this  year.  Kitchen,  Peterson,  Staples, 
and  Halverson  are  new  comers  who 
wield  the  javelin.  Staples  and  Me 
Gregor  are  being  depended  upon  to 
save  the  “Y”  from  defeat  in  the  pole 
vault.  Last  year  the  Cougars  failed 
to  place  in  either  of  these  events.  Mc' 
Gregor  also  set  a^igh  jump  mark  of 
six  feet  two  inches  in  junior  college 
competition  at  the  B.  Y.  U.  invitation 
meet  last  spring.
